legislative program, including sharp 
curtailment of government activities, 
was outlined Thursday night in a 
radio speech by Senator Robinson. 
Drmocrnt, Arkansas. 


Declaring the time has come when 


Democrats in Congress "are in a posi- 
tion to present to the country impor- 
tant features of a real program of rc- 
ccnf'.ruction," Robinson, Senate Demo- 
cratic leader, said that "this country 
cannot affnrrl a $1,000,000,000 federal 
government." 


"Over two years of containued dis- 


regard of controlling facts in the fiscal 
situation and continued $4,000,000,000 
budgets coupled with exaggerated esti- 
mates of revenue and no effective ef- 
fort to reduce spending," he continu- 
ed, "havo brought a credit 
crisis 


which must be squarely and frankly 
met." 


He advo-.-ated this be done by "abol- 


irhiiig boards, commissions and offices, 
wherever possible, and by limiting fu- 
ture authorisations for appropriations 
from the federal Treasury to the indis- 
pcnsablo needs arising from the emer- 
gency upon us." 


Other proposals included reviving 


foreign markets, tariff rearrangement 
and restoration of domestic markets. 


Robinson criticised estimates made 


by the Treasury as to the govern- 
ment's financial position, saying "we 
have found these figures as supplied to 
us almost invariably fallacious, if not 
regulated to meet ths desires of the 
administration." 


Recons'ructioa legislation advocat- 


ed by President Hoover was termed 
"palliatives rather than remedies" al- 
though K was "'"tensely and im- 
mediately required."

Gale, Crew Saved 


34 Leave Vessel Shortly 


Before It Takes Final

ABOARD COAST GUARD CUTTER 


OSSIPEE— W)-The battered collier 
de Bardelcbcn sank in a heavy gale 
Thursday, SOO miles off Boston, a few 
hours after a lull in the storm had 
enabled the crew to escape from the 
vessel. 


The rescue of the crew, cold, hun- 


gry and exhausted after a fo.ur-day 
battle against the gale was accomplish- 
ed shortly before dawn, in a rolling 
sea that sent the odds high against 
the small life boats thtat carried the 
marines away from the sinking ship. 


After hours of gales and towering 


waves, an interlude in the storm gave 
the collier's crew their first chance to 
reach the safety of the- British freight- 
er Luganbunk, standing by. 


The lifeboats were lowered, the crew 


took their places and the race acro.'s 
the rough sea was made without mis- 
hap. Food, warmth and rest greeted 
the rescued collier crew after nights 
of horror. 


Two hours later, as the Coast Guard 


cutler Ossippe arrived to relieve the 
Laganbank, a new gale blew up and 
the sea was churned to a frenzy in 
which no small boat could survive. 


The collier pitched end rolled, then 


;:rUlcd. Her bow slowly, arose above 
the hugs mavcs and sank.
